Mr. Carew has thought proper to omit the Writs 


iſſued in the common Caſes of Death, or Removal 


to the Houſe of Peers. He has iin left out 
all the Proceedings relative to the controverted 


Elections that happened, and all the new Writs 
that were iſſued from the Time Charles I. was 
forced away from his Parliament, to the Reſtora- 
tion; becauſe he looked upon all the Proceedings 
during that Period to be illegal, nor ought they, 

EE he 
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he thinks, be quoted as Precedents in future 


Times. The Era he has fixed was, when Sir John 


Hotham was juſtified by a Vote of the then Houſe 


of Commons, in refuſing to obey the Commands 
of his Sovereign. 


Al the Proceedings and Writs, omitted by Mr. 
Carew, are inſerted in the preſent Performance; 


in the Margin of which are the Time when the 


happened and iſſued, and the Volume of the Jour- 

_ of the Houſe of Commons where they are to 
be found. Every Gentleman, converſant with the 
Journals, knows, that there is an Index to every

If the Con- 
ſultor, therefore, looks into the Seſſional Index of 
this Time, under the Word Mrits, he will find 
that a new Writ iſſued on a particular Day in the 
room of a Member deceaſed, without mentioning 
his Name. 
The Editor, 8 has thought proper in 
this and every ſimilar Caſe, to inſert the proper 
Names of the Perſons at full Length. He has 


likewiſe mentioned the proper Names of the Per- 


ſons intereſted in the greateſt Part of all the Pro- 


ceedings upon controverted Elections, and con- 


tinued both Writs and Proceedings from 1 Ed. 6, to 


the Diſſolution of the Parliament! in 1780.

Mr. Carew, after having given an Account of 
the Contents of his Work, takes a © ſhort View 
of the Origin of Election to Parliament, in order 
to ſee from whence, at what Time, and bow, this 


Privilege aroſe, and the Methods made uſe of for 


theſe Purpoſes, as they are verified by Hiſtory and 
Records.” His Argument here follows, for the 
moſt Part, in his own Words, with Notes from 
other Writers, by the Editor. 
This Kingdom was originally monarchical, and 
hath always been governed by a Sovereign, and his 
Councils, under different Denominations; and as 


Hiſtorians have differed in regard to the Members 


of .theſe Councils, I ſhall endeavour, ſays Mr. 
Carew, to ſhew what they were formerly, and how 
they differ from the preſent Conſtitution. 

Some learned Hiſtorians have aſſerted, that the 
Conſtitution of King, Lords and Commons, as 


now formed, hath been eftabliſhed from the I ime 
of the Britons.

Brady ſeems to have miſtaken the Senſe of this Paſſage, 
which he tranſlates, or rather ampliſſes thus: * In Times 
paſt the Britains obeyed their Kings, and lived under Mo- 
narchy ; now they are drawn into Factions and Parties by 
their Chiefs and great Men.“ From the Words in Italicks, 
which are not to be found in the Original, may be inferred, 
what Brady indeed ſuppoſes, that the Britains no longer 
lived under Monarchy, but had degenerated into a Popu- 
lacy, or, as he expreſſes it, a Compound of Ariftocracy 
and Democracy. Whereas the Fact is, that the Britains 
at that Time lived under their Kings; and the Hiſtorian, 
within a few Pages of the Paſſage cited, ſpeaks of King 
= Cogidunus and Queen Voadicea. Brady, with ſome others, 
ſeems to have been betrayed into this Miſconſtruction, by 
taking the Words Regibus and Principes as oppoſed to each 
other; whereas the Oppolition is between the Words pare- 
XZ bant and factionibus trahuntur., See Annotator on the 
X Amſterdam Edition of Tacitus, —TIt is obſervable, that the 
learned Spelman has fallen into the ſame Error; for, after

being written by the Hands of Aldred, Archbiſhop _ 

of York, and Hugh, Biſhop of Lond, were, with 

the Aﬀent of the ſame Barons, for the moſt Part 
confirmed in that Aſſembly, which was the Parlia- 
ment of that Time; and this appears alſo by the 
Stiles of thoſe Councils or Parliaments in the ſame 
and the following Reign.
